States sends the premier of the 
cabinet to the funeral of a king. 
TbJs nnnaqal dtattnctioii Is being 
dMwa to tte dood empeiw oC Jnpnu 
tax the double purpose of doing honor 
ta> that country and of thus delicately 
avowing our part iu awakening the 
Flowery Kingdom to modem civlUza- 
tion. It was under the raigii of the 
dead monarch that Japan was trans- 
Conmd ttom a imdtoval ooimtry to 
one atoaast of twentletli eeaXmy ctv- 
lUzatlon. 

Mr. Knox's embassy will bo clothed 
with all the iiomp possible under the 
circumstances. He will be oeoottpa- 
Dted by an admiral and liy % geneial 
as his aids, and Us aaentaiy wiu be 
the present chief of tho tnuean of Car 
eastern affairs. Mrs. Enox will also 
accompany Uiui. I'orsonally the sec- 
retary of state has shown himself not 
averse to travel. He has recently 
toured Central and Sonth Awmff i ^f i, 
■ad ls» baa paid a irlsit to Cuba and 
Porto Blco. The American ambassa- 
dor at Tokyo -nill be present at the 
funeral also, and his staff will add to 
the dignity and Importance of the 
American repveaentation at tlia cere- 
monies. 

With the single exception of ex 
President Roosevelt's service as spe- 
cial ambassador at the funeral of 
King Edward, there Is no precedent 
for such an appointment as that of 
Mr. Knox. Even the ex-presldent at 
the time of his designation was a pri- 
vate citizen, and he was also on the 
point of visiting England on his way 
borne from his African expedition. Or- 
dinarily prominent citizens of wealth 
are designated to head these embas- 
Bles. But In the piwent Instance it 
was decided to er piaea M friendiUp for 
Japan by sendhiir a member of Ilia ad- 
ministration. 

It is not believed, bawtmey that Mr. 
Knox's fiat wilt bare anf bearing 
whatsoever on the recent leitorted un- 
dentasdiog between Japan and Ras- 
ala as to tile sndnai partition of Bfan- 
■dinid* and tita«ctenaloa of the Russian 
tgbesit of inQnenoa k eastern Mongo- 
lia. Tba trmtied States has always

It Is said that If the merest sprig of 
ibe plant be nurtured In a room no 
mosquito will attempt to enter it. and 
one strong stalk on a porch will keep It 
clear of the pests. 

According to Stewardson Brown, 
curator of tlie herbarium of the Acad- 
emy of Natural Sciences of New York, 
the plant is a native of western Africa. 

"I know it to grow in I>iberla," he 
said, "and the plant is said to possess 
certain curative qualities. Over there 
In Liberia the natives consider it a 
panacea for all ills. They use it as a 
remedy for bites, for sprains and even 
tor internal diseases. 

"A man in New York tried to grow it 
some time ago in that oectlon of tiie 
idty known as the 'Neck,* bnt ha did 
not succeed. It will probaUf gntw In 
New .Jersey, but only as an OtUUHll— 
that is, they will have to licDlaat It ev- 
ery year.

The ofDclal pNgiaa for the funeral 
of Emperor Mntialitto, who died on 
July 30, Is as follows: The services are 
to begin at 6 o^cIock In the morning on 
Bapt> 18, when the Emperor Toshlhito 
Utd the empress dowager will be pres- 
ent At 7 o'clock in the evening of the 
same day the elder statesmen, the 
peers; all the high officials and the 
foreign representatives are to assem- 
ble at the palace, from which the pro- 
cession will start at 8 o'clock. 

Emperor Yoshihlto will not join the 
procession, but will meet it on the 
Aoyama parade ground. 

The line of the procession, which will 
be very long. Is to be interspersed with 
musicians, torch bearers and officials 
carrying emblems, while many inrtests 
will also participate. 

The coffin containing the body of 
Emperor Mutsuhito Is to be drawn by 
a team of oxen. The entire route is 
to be lined by soldiers of the regular 
army. 

Immediately after the arrival of the 
procession at the Aoyama field the fu-, 
neral service will begin and will com- 
prise the full and Imposing Shinto 
ritual. After the service the emperor 
will personally read a tribute to the 
dead monarch, and this will bo follow- 
ed by another read by the empress 
dowager, who will be succeeded by 
the ministers of state and others, the 
musicians meanwhile continuing to 
play funeral airs. 

At the conclusion of this service the 
Imperial train is to start for Kioto, 
but Emperor Yoshihlto and the em- 
press dowager will not travel by it. 
The train Is scheduled to arrive at the 
station especially built at Momoyama 
at 5:10 p. m. on Sept. 14, and a similar 
procession to that arranged from the 
palace to the .\oyama parade ground 
will follow. Various tributes to the 
Into emperor's memory will be read 
beside tlie tomb. 

Further services are to be held on 
Bept. 15, and these wUI OOOCladO the 
funeral ceremonies. 

Prince Henry of Prussia, the brother 
of the emperor, has been selected to 
proceed to Tokyo to represent Ehniieror 
William at the funeraL

Xke Taalts win 
have a capacity for |8;jOOOjOO(WNX> of 
gold bullion or coin and win be the 
largest in the Wodd. The United Stetes 
treasury buya gold anmially to the 
amount of tlfiOO/KOjOOO, and IR Is de- 
posited all over the oonntiy tai sub- 
treasurles, minte and assay offices.

The ground has 
bean sold to a group of millionaires 
headed by General T. Coleman du 
Pont of Wiimlugton, Del., who will 
erect on the great area an office 
balldhig ttalrty-slz stories high aadcoa- 
ititatlag throagh ita floor space the 
bugest office building in the world. 

Announcement of thto was made re- 
cently by E. E. Rlttenhouse. couser\ a- 
tlon conunlssioner of the Equitable.

The price paid for the site is said to

BOO Feet High. 

Tbe building will l>e abont 600 feet 
high and will cover the solid block 
bounded by Broadway, Pine. Nassau 
and Cedar streets. Architecturally It 
will resemble closely the Hudson Ter- 
minal buildings. 80 it is difficult to 
compare it with other great structures 
featuring ornamental towers. The 
tallest building in New York— the 
Woolworth— is flfty-flve stories high, 
750 feet tall. The Metropolitan tower 
Is fifty stories and 700 feet 3 inches 
high. The Singer building rises forty- 
one stories, or 612 feet 1 Inch. But 
not one of these structures affords so 
much room as will the Equitable. 

The Equitable will take spac e in the 
building, the Cafe Savaiin will be re- 
incarnated in greater glory and size, 
an undergi-ound restaurant and club- 
room will be placed invitingly, and on 
the top floor one will find club quar^ 
ters, a law library and board rooms 
for the use of tenants. 

Mr. Rlttenhouse dwells upon the pro- 
posed superior accommodations. Each 
office will be light and airy, and the 
peculiar construction of the building 
will permit the installation of so many 
elevators that on dull days tenants 
will almost be able to boast of having 
their private cars. 

The ground floor will feature the 
most imposing part of the building— an 
arcade the ceiling of which will be 
two stories from the floor. It will be 
divided by two thoroughfares — one 
from Broadway to Nassau street and 
the other from Pine street to Cedar.
